A simple 
presentation, free from psychological technicalities, of the practice of 
autosuggestion for the treatment of physical and mental ills as used 
by Emile Coué in his clinic at Nancy. It has attracted wide attention 
here and abroad. Coué’s own book, Self mastery through conscious auto- 
suggestion, is published by American library service, New York City

A detailed account, with tabulated results, of the psychological tests 
used as a means “to discover the intellectual standing of the high school 
students of the state with a view to providing better means for the con- 
servation and development of individual capacities and talents.”—-Preface. 
Study was made by the Department of psychology of Indiana university, 
with the authority and aid of the Indiana state board of education. Of 
special interest to educators, social workers and thoughtful business men.

Writing for a French audience, he 
emphasizes details that will be familiar to American readers, but his 
comparison between French and American institutions is interesting and 
enlightening. Represents conditions before the war rather than at the 
present time.

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years, closing with the Washington conference of 1921-1922. Selected 
bibliography including only books actually consulted in the preparation 
of the work. The earlier chapters cover much the same field as Reinsch, 
World politics at the end of the nineteenth century (Macmillan, 1919. 
$2.25) which, however, deals more exhaustively with Far Eastern affairs.

An excellent exposition, simple and clear enough for use in secondary 
schools and also of practical educational value for the average reader. 
The plan is to explain each line or clause of the Constitution, printed 
in bold-face type, by a note giving the “historical story or drama back 
of it, or that has contributed . . . to the international welfare of 
mankind.” Contains a good index, a chronological list of events here 
and abroad which influenced its form from 1765 to 1790, a table of law 
cases relating to its interpretation, comparisons with constitutions of 
other countries, an outline of constitutional government of the U. S., 
with interesting quotations from American and English statesmen.

Little space is given to Marx’s personal biography. Largely a study 
of his political theories and of the other forms of socialism allied with 
or derived from these theories. “The best summary of Marx’s achieve- 
ment is that of Jaurés: ‘Marx was the most clearly convinced and the 
most powerful among those who put an end to the Empiricism of the 
Labour movement and the Utopianism of the Socialist thought, and this 
should be remembered to his credit.’” Better and more up-to-date in 
the treatment of socialism as developed in the various European countries 
than Simkhovitch, Marxism versus socialism (Booklist, 10:150, D 13)

the charge of carefully selected teachers, the whole experiment having 
been under the supervision of Teachers college, Columbia university. 
Chapter questions, appendixes containing courses of study offered, bib- 
liography divided into elementary school teachers’, high school teachers’ 
and supervisors’ professional library and index. More practical and 
concrete than either Bennett, The junior high school (Booklist, 16:6, O 
19) or Briggs, The junior high school (Booklist, 17:270, My-Je 21) as 
it gives the results of an experiment conducted in one school where 
especially favorable conditions existed, making expert observation possible 
over an extended period.
